Society in China was divided into a} 
number of ranks and classes, the’ 
highest of which were the literary 
man and the peasant, while the 
lowest were the beggar and. the 
soldier. Not without justification ; 
for the pepular valuation of the 
various vocations was founded 
on the greater or lesser “amount 
of usefulness “to society of their 
members. we . see. the 
Kiterary man, the man of brains, 
oecupying the top of the social lad- 
der, because he is the most neces- 
sary, closely followed fed peasant 
as the most useful.. The beggar as 
well az the soldier, however, were 
generally despised, as they were re- 
garded as parasites. 

The deep significance of. ‘this is 
lncidly ilustrated ina telegram from 
Nanking, | published in yesterday’s 
issue of ' "The North China Stand- 
ard,” which states that the military 
expenditure of ‘the, Province’ of 
Kiangsu for the current'year is nine 
tillion dollars out of a revenue of 
fifteen milliens. Thresfifths of the 
total income of one of the richest 
Provinces of Chima are:thus being 
squandered for unproductive pur- 
poses, while other important bran- 
ches of the administration, such as.
